RED DEER MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITAL, 1923 


In accordance with the terms of the 
Municipal Hospitals Act, a petition 
was received by the Minister of Health 
at Edmonton, askng for: the creation 
of a Municipal Hospital District com- 
prising the area of the Oty of Red 
Deer. 

Complying with this petition, the 
Minister of Health established the 
Red Deer Muncipal Hospital District 
on February 13th, 1922, the members 
of the Board being appointed by the 
Council of the City of Red Deer ‘to 
prepare a scheme for acquiring and 
operating a hospital in the sald dis- 
trict. 

The Hospital Board met and pre- 
pared the scheme outlined below. 
This scheme is now under the direc- 
tion of the Minister of Health, to be 
advertised throughout the district 
for a period of fourteen days, follow- 
ing which, providing all other condi- 
tions have been complied with, the 
scheme will be finally approved and 
a date fixed, not exceeding thirty 
days from the date of such approval, 
upon which the ratepayers of the 
said district will be called mpon to 
vote for the adoption or rejection of 
the said scheme. 

The territory included in the Hos- 
pital District is the City of Red Deer. 

1. The Board to take over the 
tand, building and equipment of the 
Red Deer Memorial Hospital from 
the City of Red Deer on the terms 
and conditions set out -herein. 

2. To supplement the revénue: de- 
rived from taxation by a schedule of 
fees as under: 

(a) To persons liable for ‘hospital 
taxation under any Municipal Act 
and dependent members of his or her 
family, $1.00 per hospital day.. 

(b) Resident persons not Hable for 
Hospital taxation under any Munici-

~ The regular meeting, of-.the U.FB.A. 
Was - ‘-byld on Saturday, February 3. 
After the minutes ‘of the last meeting 
were read, 3. G. Clutton, delegate to 
the’ Calgary convention, gave his re- 
1 port, He announced that Mr. ‘Wood, 
2. with several assistants, was elected 
chairman. Of the assistants he con- 


sidered that Mr. Greenfield handled the 

meeting in the most efficient manner. 

He, stated that some time was spent in 

amending the constitution, one very 
. important ghange being that executive 
officers griust be elected by the annual 
conv fon The resolution that all 
Al be put in:the Drought Relief 
Afen did not pass, owing perhaps to 
* thé fact that Mr. Brownlee warned the 
convention against it on the ground 
that it would damage Alberta's credit. 
‘The delegates spent considerable time 
in: discussing the banking system of 
this,country, and Mr. Clutton explain- 
ed that according to the Bank Act any 
five men having among them $250,000 
in cash may apply to Parliament for a 
bank charter, and if.they receive this 
they’may at once issue @nother $250,000 
in bank notes, thus giving them a 
capital of ‘$500,000. Owing, however, 
to the opposition of the Senate com- 
mittee on banking ‘and commerce, it is 
very difficult to secure a charter. 

Our delegate stated that there was 
strenuous opposition to the convention 
being held in Calgary ‘ oftener than 
every other year, and insinuations were 
made againat the action of the execu- 
tive ‘in regard to keeping the conven- 
tion from Edmonton this year. So 
strong was the feeling that a committee 

l was appointed to’ investigate, and this 
body, was given the services of the 
head’ stenographer in the central office 
and.‘access to all communications. In 
a few hours the committee brought in 
evidence which appeared damaging to 
‘the, executive; but when Mr. Higgin- 
botham produced another letter and 
explained that Calgary business men 
‘had paid the rent for the Memorial 
Hall in which the convention was held, 
and thus made expehses considerably 
less than they would have been had 

y the delegates met in Edmonton, the 

, convention voted the executive “not 
guilty,” but advised that it should not 
happen again. 

‘When, questioned as to the action of 
the ‘convention: concerning the resolu- 
tion in regard to the telephone service, 
Mr, Clutton said that-it did not come 
before the convention. There were so 
many resolutions forwarded that only 
the most important anes were selected 
for’ discussion. 

In: the discussion which followed the 
report, Larue, Smith strongly voiced it 
as his opinion that the convention had 
failed to take action on one of the most 
important matters of all, namely, the 
reduction of freight rates.on livestock. 
He said the present rates were prohibi- 
tive and were killing the industry of 
stock-raising. On four carloads which 

“he had,sent to Toronto he had had to 

pay over $600 charges. In closing, he 

- made a’ m2tion to the effect that the 

‘ secretary ve instructed to send a reso-

on the matter. He thought that with 
government railways and government 
ships lying idlé, Parliament should -be 
able to lower the freight on livestock 
at least one-third.

“IMMIGRATION 


The drop ‘in iGuhigtaticad) during 
1922, when only 75,000: people: enter- 


ed Canada, as compared with 1913 


when 403,000 entered, meant.Joss dur- 
‘img the year in the form of ‘increase 
in the home market, equal: to. over 
25 mer cent, dn the value of ‘Canada’s 
export trade in 1922, which. ‘was ap- 
proximately $900, 090,000. 

This may be a new way of meagur- 
ing the value of immigration, but. it 
is probably .the most accurate ‘that 


could be devised. Without being in’ 


the Jeast desirous of minimizing the 
importancé of the export trade,” 
must, however, be admitted that it is 
secondary to that of. the internal 
ttrade of the ‘country. If Canadian 
mercantile interests last year had 
had but $900,000,000 worth of business 
to handle, they would have experi- 
enced one of the slackest years on 
record. Any, imerease tn business 
contributed to.the improvement in 
conditions, but ‘imcrease in the. vol- 
ume of internal business most of all. 

A moment's refiéction® is sufficient 
to demonstrate the ‘obviousness of 
this statement. Going back to — pre- 
wir days it ‘will be agreed that from 
1903 to 1912 were years of genuine 
prosperity. Dominion revenues were 
abounding, surpluses having gone as 
high as $37,000 a year. But during 
this period the total exports were 
never higher than $307,761,151 which 
they reached in 1912, 

Business was brisk and prosperity 
marked because, during those years, 
Canada received 2,000000 immigrants. 
In none of ‘these years did she _re- 
ceive Tess than 124,000, and in 1912, 
the number was 354,237. It was the 
outfitting “of these people, the greater 
percentage of whom went on ‘the 
land, and thus needed lange quanti- 
ties of goods of evety kind, that 
made business boom. ‘Here were as 
many as 350,000 new customers being 
brought to gur merchants every 
year, and all not only eager, but com- 
pelted to ‘buy. It cost very little to 
get this new business; in reality it 
was the cheapest business that our 
merchants ever got. In the train of 
this great stream of immigration fol- 


tion activities on a huge scale from 
which everybody benefitted. 

It may be asked, how are these 

conclusions as to the value of immi- 
gration to the country arrived at? 
No absolutely accurate figures as to 
the value of ‘the internal trade for a 
given year are available, but an esti- 
mate made iby the Dominion Statis- 
ticilan and quoted in the House of 
Commons during 1922, placed the 
value of Canada’s production in 1921 
at $5,244,866,900, and it was expressly 
added ‘that this figure did not include 
several very large items. It has 
accordingly ‘been generally assumed 
that the value of 'the country’s pro- 
duction runs about $6,000,000,000 a 
year. 
’ As the. supply of goods approximat- 
es to the demand, any surplus of 
goods during a given year may be 
disregarded, and it may be taken for 
granted that the total production plus 
the imports and minus the exports 
represents the value of the internal 
trade of the Dominion during a year. 
Canada ds a heavy importer, her im- 
ports in 1921 having been. '$800,000;- 
000.. As a deduction must be made 
for exports, which in that year were 
$816,000,900, the dmports and exports 
practically cancelled one another, so 
it may be assumed that the internal 
trade of the Dominion in 1921 was 
$6,000,000,000, or approximately $666 
per capita.. It may also be assumed 
that 1921 is now an average year. 

Assuming that the per capita -pur- 
chases are $660 a ,year, then when 
400.000 immigrants entered Canada 
within, a twelve month, as they didin 
1913, the new business they brought 
was worth $264,000,000 a" year ‘to the 
country. The 75,000 who entered in 
‘1922 thus brought only $50,000,000 of 
new business. Taking it for granted 
that the settler buys no more than 
the average person, which, of course, 
is a very liberal concession, the dit- 
ference between the two foregoing 
totals, or over $200,000,000, repre- 
sents the yearly loss to Canadian 
business through ithe decline in im- 
migration from its high point in 1913. 

df anything, there is a considerable 
understatement of the Ioss, 'those who 
settle on land, whtich the greater 
number of immigrants would do, be- 
ing by far the heaviest purchasers of 
general goods. If the average _ set- 
tler locating on the prairies is worth 
over $700 a year to the railways, as 
{is claimed, then the surely must be 
worth double that to all. the business 
‘interests of the country.. That the 
estimate of loss is under the mark 
is further evident from ‘the fact that 
the average loan to settlers under 
the Soldier Settler scheme is $4,000, 
and certain classes may borrow up to 
$7,500. 

Much is naturally made of the fact 
that Canada, as a result of last year’s 
crop, has 300,000,000 ‘bushels of 
wheat for export, which should bring 
in approximately $300,000,000, but 
this amount, large as' it is, is not 
much larger than what the business 
interests of the country are losing 
during the course of a year through 
the decline in immigration from the

DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Their Value in Promoting Physical 
and Mental Well-being of Both 
Child and Adult 


“Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap,” was the text that 
Miss Helen G. Campbell, of the Dom- 
inion Dairy and Cold Storage Branch, 
selected on which to found a recent 
address in which she undertook ‘to 
prove that dairying was everybody's 
business. The speaker explained that 
it was not her intention to deliver a 
sermon, but, as a matter of fact, she 
delivered a homily so full of truths 
calculated to benefit and inspire the 
hearers that it might have been 
given voice in any edifice, sacred or 
secular. . 

One of these truths that came out 
early in the address, and which 
every parent should pay heed ‘to, was 
that to train a child in good food hab- 
its is one of the fundamentals in 
making him or her a success in life. 
In her address, ‘Miss Campbell then 
proceeded to describe the various | 
virtues. that dairy products possess, 
not only in body-building and mental 
development, but also ‘in promoting 
oapability of accomplishing big 
things. She traced plant life through 
absorption iby the cow to the making 
of milk and cream and thence to 
butter and cheese, which all con- 
tained that element necessary to 
every form of life, namely, vita- 
mines. In our climate, she said, 
where home-grown green vegetables 
were not obtainable at all seasons, 
we must depend to a large extent on 
our dairy products, and implied that 
the more we so depended the better 
health we should enjoy. She quoted 
Metchnikoff in-proof of the assertion 
that milk promoted longevity, 
Dr. McCollom, the widely known 
scientist, as saying in advocacy of 
the greater consumption of dairy pro- 
ducts, that their extension in use was 
the first and most important = prin- 
ciple, and ‘that “the basis of prevent- 
ive dentistry is satisfactory nutrition 
durng: development”; fin other words, 
that the consuming of dairy products 
leads to good teeth. Scientists 
maintained, said the speaker, that we 
should use at ‘least a quart of miIk 
a day, either as a drink or in some 
form of food. The ordinary Canadian 
diet was apt to be lacking iin suffi- 
cient lime, and milk supplied this 
substance in greater variety than 
any other common food. Lime was 
important to both mother and child. 
Having pointed out how business 
men and women profited by ‘the 
plentiful use of dairy products in 
the promotion of their own health 
and that of their employees, Miss 
Campbell declared that she some- 
times thought that commercial and 
professional men, in their down-town 
lunch at least, are more faithful fol- 
lowers of the doctrine “drink milk” 
than any other class of people. In 
her closing passages the lady re- 
ferred in terms of praise to the dis- 
tribution of milk in schools and to 
the welfare work of the Home and 
School Clubs of the Border Cities.

The action-.of ,France in., this: case 
has been ,the subject , of bitter, _ con. 
troversy. As to ithe financial aspects 
and probable::results ;,of her” actioa 
the .experts.. differ. violently, , and it is 
impossible. to: find any clear. and ob- 
vious. answer, to .the questions in- 
volved. * Apart, from finance, how- 
ever, ft, is, possible. ‘to, see the mean- 
ing .of what is. happening, ‘The action 
of France, is. dictated by fear of:.a 
deadly peril. 
ope: for: the,,moment. is the problem 
‘of: the French. birth-rate. At the. time 
of. the Franco-German war of 1870-71 
the population ,of. the two countries 
was approzimately, equal., Now that 
of France. is about .40 millions, that 
of, Germany about .65 millions. The 
population of Germany is _ growing 
greatly every year; that of Franca fs 
stagnant, {is even declining.. Accord- 
ing to some statistics the French. are 
losing 200,000.,(two ‘hundred thous- 
and), every year. by ,the excesk of 
deaths over births.. It is easy to see 
what this means for France. If Ger- 
many recovers from her defeat {n, the 
late war, France will find herself 
again. faced by her deadly and tra- 
population 
rapidly approaching to double . that 
of France, and with a spirit of re- 
venge and ‘hatred stronger than ever 
because of the recent. defeat and 
humiliation. For France this 
means that unless she obtains strong 
and permanent allies (permanent al- 
lies ‘have. never yet existed in this 
world),. she is doomed ‘to inevitable 
ruin. Therefore France is bound by 
the inerradicable instinct. of . self- 
preservation to.do all that she can 
to keep..Germany weak.and divided, 
Uniied 
States, havegfailed to conclude with 
her the guarantee treaties suggested 
at the time of the Versailles peace, 
which would have given her the 
security she cannot find in her fail- 
ing population. . 

It is easy to criticize, and to say 
that the failure of population is the 
fault or the sin of the French, them- 
selves, and that they must bear the 
burden of it alone. It is not a matter 
of criticism or the apportionment of 
blame. It is a question of facing 
existing facts and seeing whither 
‘they are likely to lead. ‘What would 
our attitude be if for any reason 
Canada had lost the.support of the 
Empire .and was compelled to ‘face 
alone the prospect of invasion by 
overwhehning numbers of Japanese 
or Chinese? Under such  circum- 
stances how should we feel if France, 
secure by virtue of mere. distance 
from, any, such danger, were to offer 
us benevolently vague and patronts- 
ing advice. about cultivating. a spirit 
of good-will and peace towards our 
yellow brethren and avoiding all 
thoughts of militarism and .revenge? 
Should we not promptly_consign such 
advisers to perdition and turn our 
attention. to practical measures of de- 
fence? Yet that is very much the 
position in which France is, today 
placed. If. the thearts of men could 
be changed,-the danger would not 
exist. Until they aer changed, it does 
exist and cannot. be ignored. 

What is the-result of this position? 
Under the spur of fear France is try- 
ing to break Germany up and to form 
some sort of barrier state on ths 
Rhine between Prussia, which is the 
militant core of Germany, and her- 
‘self, It is to be remembered that 
this would be nothing new. Ger- 
many as a united empire dates only 
from 1870. in 1866, Bavaria, Hanover 
and Saxony fought with Austria 
against Prussia. The French wish 
to revive this condition of a divided 
Germany. In the meantime the res- 
sult is that both France and Ger- 
many, but especially and immediate- 
ly Germany, are drifting towards 
bankruptcy and possible anarchy. 
The German mark, once worth 20 
to the £1, is mow worth some 100,- 
000 to the £1, and is still falling. It} 
will soon ibe impossible—it may al- 


ie the centre of this group is the 
much discussed gun captured by 
the British at Bunker Mil in 1775, 
Bunker, Hill is just outside Boston, 
and the engagement in which the 
gun was captured began the War of 
dependence.

ready be. virtually so—for Germany to 


buy supplies of any sort abroad. She 
is not a self-supporting country. The 
result will be widespread unemploy- 
ment amongst her crowded popula- 
tion, food shortage and probably re- 
out 
of ‘which may come no man knows 
what. The Soviet Government of 
Russia is eagerly watching events, 
ready if possible to take advantage 
of ;them. - Between Russia and Ger- 
many Hie the newly revived coun- 
tries of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
and ‘the enlarged ‘Roumania. Al! ure 
occupied with pressing problems of 
their own, with inbernal political 
struggles, with urgent financial diffi- 
culties. The ordered. existenca of 
any one of them is :precarious. ‘It 
needs little to dissolve any one of 
them into a chaos of warring and 
starving individuals. The state of 
Russia itself ig apparently much ‘the 
same. The Soviet Government is 
supreme over internal enemies, but 
it is thought to be dying of internal 
decay. .The Red army is reported to 
be dissolving. Its battalions remain 
strong on paper, but in reality the 
soldiers are scattered over ithe coun- 
try engaged in work of various kinds 
for their own benefit. While all 
news from Russia at present is un- 
reliable, and reports of the impending 
collapse of the Soviet Government 
have been spread abroad repeatedly 
and as often have proved false, yet 
there seems to be a _ considerable 
likelihood that. the present  state- 
ments are approximately true at any 
rate. Greece and Vurkey are still at 
war, both of them financially exhaust- 
ed and bankrupt. 

From all ilese facts It follows that 
the greater part of Europe js on the 
verge of economic and political col- 
lapse, which may be avented, but 
may, come at. any. time. If one is 
tempted to say that we have been 
hearing these prophecies of woe for 
years and .they never come true, let 
him remember the scorn with which 
the warnings of the late war were 
received throughout ‘the Empire, even 
when they :were given by men of the 
highest character Tike Lord Roberts. 
Tt does not seem possible ‘to antici- 
pate what. would be the outcome of 
such, a collapse. Prboably it would 
mean a vast amount of individual suf- 
fering and loss, possibly much blood- 
shed, too, before some new form of 
order emerged !from ‘the chaos. 

What is true of Europe is true also

The huge 
Russian Asiatic Empire, greater in 
extent than ‘Canada and in some 
respects much resembling tthe phys- 
ical character of Canada, is in much 
the same case as European _ Russia. 
China is in a state of complete poli- 
tical anarchy, though strangely 
enough this has not prevented the 
foreign trade of the country from 
growing considerably. Asiatic Turkey 
has been reduced to something like 
{an economic desert ‘by war and mas- 
sacre. Only India and the British 
possessions generally, Japan, and 
certain minor stateslike Siam remain 
comparatively stable. 

The effect of all this on world con- 
ditions must be very great. World 
trade must languish. As a result 
general financial conditions must be 
bad for a time at least, and therefore 
discontent is liable to spread in all 
directions. The British Bmpire is 
immensely strong. The elements of 
anarchy which exist in it are cer- 
tainly in a minority. Yet they do 
exist and are active dnd vocal. If . 
conditions generally get still wérse 
than they are now, discontent, both 
in the Empire and the United States, 
may assume serious dimensions. In 
the United States in particular there 
{is much that is reafly dangérous in 
the social system, as the practical 
break-down of the criminal law ad- 
ministration shows. We do not he- 
Neve that any such discontent will 
prevail to the extent of destroying 
our Empire and fts civilization. It 
is even possble that wth the break- 
down of the economic organization of 
the great European nations the Brit- 
ish Empire as the only surviving 
power’able and ready to trade freely 
with the rest of the world—the new 
American tariff makes foreign trade 
difficult if not impossible for Ameri- 
cans—may experence a great meas- 
ure of prosperity. In any event we 
believe that we shall rise superior to 
our difficulties and overcome our 
dangers, but in order to.do so we 
must relax no effort and neglect no 
precaution. We have not struggled 
through in the past without  diffi- 
culty, and if we are to do so again, 
we cannot afford to be indifferent to 
all that is taking place abroad. If 
necessary, we must rouse ourselves 
to fresh exentions and fresh sacrifices 
that what has been won and saved 
at so great a cost may not now be 
endangered and lost through mere | 
lassitude and indifference.

know ithat Europe and large parts of 
the world outside Europe are in a 
state of distunbance, and we read from 
day to day in our papers scattered 
paragraphs recording the incidents 
of this state of things, but generally 
speaking Canadians have not the 
facilities nor, for the ‘time being, the 
inclination to follow closely the de- 
velopments of foreign affairs. The 
average Canadian is inclined to say 
that we did our duty in the war, and 
suffered heavy losses in men and mon- 
ey in the course of so doing it; now 
if Europe or any other part of the 
world wants to go on fighting indefi- 
nitely, let ‘them do it; it is not our 
business, and we don’t want to be 


rightly indifferent. 


Unfortunately, perhaps, we cannot 
adopt this attitude of aloofness. The 
world, as a whole, is too closely con- 
nected under present conditions for 
one part to ignore or to be unaffected 
by what 'takes place elsewhere. Par- 
ticularly is this the case with the 
British Empire, spread as it is all 
over the world, and still more par- 
ticularly is it the case since the war 
hag established the position of the 
gréat Dominions of the Hmpire as 
partner-nations with Great Britain 
in ali that concerns the Empire. 

We cannot remain partners in the 
Empire—and partners in 'the Empire 
we intend to remain—without being 
ready to consider aH the ‘problems 
that affect the Empire as a whole or 
any part of it in particular. That is 
our elementary duty as such part- 
ners. Our own individual interest 
also demands that we do not become 
indifferent to what is happening 
abroad. If our population is to be 
recruited and our country to grow in 
anything approaching to the rate at- 
tained by the United States, we must 
have heavy emigration from outside, 
mainly from Great’ Britain, of 
course, but also to some extent from 
other countries. This means study of 
the ‘conditions prevailing elsewhere 
and co-operation with other coun- 
tries. If our trade is to revive and 
flourish it must be by the revival and 
flourishing of world trade, which at 
present is languishing on account of 
the disturbed political conditions. If 
we are to obtain the necessary capi- 
tal to develop our great resources, 
we must be in contact with the finan- 
cial centres of the world, and the 
financial conditions of the world must 
settle down again to something ap- 
proaching stability and tranquility. 

For all these reasons we cannot ig- 
nore what is happening outside Oana- 
da, and we therefore direct our read- 
ers’ attention to the summary of the 
conditions prevailing abroad, which 
we publish in this issue under the 
heading of this editorial. We believe 
that the danger will pass away, and 
our civilization survive, but the dan- 
ger exists, and will not be averted 
wthout vigilance and perhaps with- 
out further efforts and _ costly 
struggles in which we may be called 
upon to do our part.

Evidently the sore point is, that in 
spite of the carefully drawn up agree- 
ments, they failed to contract them- 
selves out of school taxation, and also 
of the franchise, a most lamentable 
oversight on ‘their part, and one which 
citizens need not regret. 

The granting of a franchise, as also 
that of a patent, are veny much for 
the same reasons, ‘that is, for ser- 
vice rendered, and i» enable the 
grantees to reimburse themselves for 
‘their investment by protecting their 
rights for a term of years, in which it 
is expected that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances they will be able to do. 

In the case of a franchise it en- 
ables ‘both parties to take stock of 
the situation, and adjust themselves 
by entering into new arrangements or 
otherwise, but in thig agreement 
conditions and terms are entirely 
different and such that the citizens 
might not for a single moment enter 
tain. 

In 'the case of a patent something 
has been created that is of value, 
‘that has cost much in thought, ex- 
‘periment and cash before it can fin- 
ally be put upon the market. 

‘Sir Henry Bessemer spent £90,000 
sterling experimenting for years be- 
fore he was able to patent a process 
of steel production that revolutionized 
the steel industry. 

‘The electric plant the Western Gen- 
eral installed at Red Deer could have 
been duplicated in scores of other 
towns. It required neither thought 
nor experiment to be expended upon; 
it was purely a matter of capital in- 
vestment, and in that it was on the 
same basis as any other commercial 
business that is of equal valug and 
necessity to the general public, and 
these do not ask and do not get any 
exclusive right to do business. 

The most amazing feature of :hese 
agreements is the astounding way in 
which the rights and privileges of all 
future citizens are disposed of by a 
very few zitciens, and the easy man- 
ner in whicn an amateur legislature 
legalized ‘them wihtout considering 
the far reaching effects of their ac- 
‘tions. One can readily understand 
the view of the Council at that time, 
being unable to finance the  under- 
‘taking, It appeared desirable to them 
‘to grant 'this franchise to the com- 
‘pany, but they certainly overlooked 
what the future had in store for them 
‘and what ‘the eventual issug would be 
to ‘the town. 

The action of the legislature, how- 
ever, is a different matter; they are 
Tightly expected to deal equitably 
‘with the people they represent, and 
‘the time“has long since pasesd away 
‘when they can with impunity do 
otherwise.
